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SYNOPSIS 


Barcuna (RAFER JOHNSON) has been raiding the vil- 
lages of the Amazon jungle, slaughtering many of the 
inhabitants, enslaving the rest and burning villages to 
the ground. 

Tarzan (MIKE HENRY) answers a summons from his 
friend, the Professor, (PAULO GRAZINDO) who asks the 
ape man’s help in bringing Barcuna to justice. 

The Professor and Tarzan have remained close friends 
since Tarzan donated a number of jungle animals, in- 
cluding his chimp, Cheetah, and his lion, Baron, to the 
Rio Zoo. As Tarzan is visiting with his animal friends, 
they suddenly become nervous. Tarzan, sensing danger, 
rushes to the Professor’s office and finds him dead, the 
sign of Barcuna’s dread leopard men clawed.across his 
face. That night, Tarzan frees Baron and Cheetah and 
together they set out into the jungle after Barcuna. 

Travelling up-river at the same time is Captain Sam 
Bishop (JAN MURRAY) the owner of a small cargo boat— 
and his young shipmate, Pepe (MANUEL PADILLA, JR.) 
Stopping at a landing to rest the motor of the old boat, 
the two are attacked by Barcuna’s leopard men and it is 
only the unexpected arrival of Tarzan that saves them. 

Tarzan explains he is headed up-river and asks if he 
might accompany Captain Sam. The skipper tells the 
jungle man he is delivering medical supplies to Calebah 
and that Tarzan can travel:with them as far as they go. 
When Captain Sam stops to let the motor cool again, 
Tarzan spots a dug-out float down-river and swims out 
and intercepts it. At the bank, he discovers a mortally- 
wounded native inside who tells of another raid by Bar- 
cuna in which a village was decimated. 

The boat continues on and as it approaches Calebah, 
the men see smoke. Tarzan rushes ahead and finds 
Doctor Ann Phillips (DIANA MILLAY) wandering about 
through the jungle, dazed. She tells him Barcuna at- 
tacked the town and herded off the people leaving her 
behind after warning that the jungle belongs to the 
natives. Once she can travel, Dr. Phillips insists on con- 
tinuing up-river into Marakeet country where there is an 
epidemic. She pleads for Captain Sam to accompany 
her with the medical supplies. _ No sooner does 
the boat start again, than leopard men in dugouts paddle 
after it. Tarzan swims up under their boats and tips them 
over. 

That night, while the others hide in a cave near the 
shore, Tarzan thwarts another native attack when he 
explodes a drum of fuel oil directly in the path of the 
natives. The next day, on arriving in Marakeet, they find 
the village in the grip of superstitious fear. Barcuna 
has pronounced a curse of the living dead on them, 
that coincides with the epidemic. 

Manlo, the chief, desperately needs help, but when 
Dr. Phillips begins to set up her equipment for inocu- 
lating the villagers, he is afraid. The people fear the 
hypodermic needles and finally it is Pepe, originally a 
Marakeet himself, who steps forward and receives the 
first vaccine. When the natives see no harm befalls the 
‘boy, they all permit themselves: to be inoculated. The 
epidemic subsides. 

Tarzan arrives at the excavation of Bareuna and chal- 
lenges the leader to a man-to-man battle. The two meet 
in combat and Barcuna is killed. Captain Sam, Pepe and 
Dr. Phillips return to civilization, but Tarzan decides to 
stay up-river for awhile. 
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EXPLOITATION TIPS 
THE BOOK 


Tarzan has been a popular figure with school children for many years. Contact 
libraries and book stores into making up a window display showcasing Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’ Tarzan book series. Inform these contacts that you would 
furnish any stills and poster material that they might request. 


SWIMMING CONTEST 


Tarzan has always been known for his swimming prowess. Set up any kind of 
swim contest with local junior and senior high schools in connection with your 
opening playdate. The kids participating could get free passes, with the 
winners receiving some specially promoted gift. 


CAMERA STORE PROMOTION 


In connection with a local group of photographic stores, arrange a photo 
contest with the public submitting photos that would suggest African scenes 
or the title of the film. Prizes could consist of either merchandise from the 
stores, or guest tickets to see ‘Tarzan and the Great River.” Prominent dis- 
play of your engagement should be included in all advertising and publicing 
plugging the contest. 


GREAT RIVER CONTEST 


Run a newspaper or radio contest in connection with “Tarzan and the Great 
River” whereby participants would have to name as many of the “Great Rivers” 
of the world as possible. Free passes to the local engagement would be an 
appropriate prize. Some of these rivers are: the Nile, the Mississippi, the Po, 
the Amazon, and the Hudson. 


TRAVEL AGENCIES 


Take advantage of the African background in “Tarzan and the Great River,” by 
contacting travel bureaus or your local branch of American Express. Utilizing 
stills from the film, do a display with African tour backgrounds to attract 
proper attention for your playdate.

Contact a local disc jockey to set up a promotion whereby any one in your 
town who has seen the first Tarzan, Elmo Lincoln, on film would be your 
guest to see the latest Tarzan for free. Inform all news media of the event 
and have them on hand for TV and newspaper coverage.

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MIKE HENRY, STAR OF “TARZAN AND THE GREAT RIVER,” 
FOLLOWS POPULAR TRADITION OF ATHLETES - TURNED ACTORS 


Mike Henry, who stars in Paramount Pictures’ “Tarzan and the Great River,” opening .......... 
WRI sc pcdtce. ads ocate Theatre, is one of the latest in a long line of headline athletes who have 
turned to acting with notable success. Henry, a former bruising line-backer with the Los 
Angeles Rams and the Pittsburgh Steelers in the National Football League, portrays Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’ immortal jungle hero in the film, which was produced by Sy Weintraub and 
directed by Robert Day in Panavision and color. 


Henry also represents what 
might be termed the “new breed” 
among the athletes-turned-actors 
—he has displayed a substantial 
dramatic talent. 

There have been many sports 
heroes who were cast in motion 
pictures, not because of a flair for 
acting, but to capitalize on their 
fame and popularity. 

Babe Ruth, who represented no 
challenge to the late Gary Cooper, 
portrayed himself in ‘‘The Pride 
of the Yankees,” the film biography 
of Lou Gehrig. And there are few 
who will maintain that Mickey 
Mantle and Roger Maris were as 
talented before the cameras as 
they were on the playing field 
when they appeared in “Safe at 
Home.” 

One of the first of the profes- 
sional athletes to qualify for “new 
breed” status was Elroy Hirsch, 
the former Rams star who was 
instrumental in bringing Mike 
Henry to the Los Angeles team. 
Hirsch played himself in his screen 
biography, ‘‘Crazylegs, All-Ameri- 
can,” and was so successful, he 
also was signed to play in a non- 
sports film, “Unchained.” 

Other sports luminaries who 
played themselves in motion pic- 
tures include decathalon champion 
Bob Mathias, baseball’s Jackie 
Robinson and West Point football 
stars Glenn Davis and Felix ‘Doc’ 
Blanchard. 

Probably the most famous of the 
former athletes is John Wayne, 
who was a top performer for the 
University of Southern California, 
Mike Henry’s alma mater. 

While Henry has yet to attain 
“Duke” Wayne’s screen status, he 
already has three films, in addition 
to “Tarzan and the Great River,” 
to his credit and a television series. 

Coincidentally, another great 
athlete, who many rank with Jim 
Thorpe and Jim Brown for all- 
around prowess appears in “Tarzan 
and the Great River” with Henry. 
He is Rafer Johnson of California, 
a former decathalon champion and 
Olympic hero, who is cast in the 
important role of “Barcuna.”

TARZAN GIVEN NEW LIFE 
BY RiSh-TABING PRODUCER 


Producer Sy Weintraub believes that shattering legends 
pays off at the box office. He has proved it by giving new life 
to the most venerable of movie heroes, Tarzan. Weintraub’s lat- 
est adventure, “Tarzan and the Great River,” opening ................ 
Be I aie ess ocsas sss Theatre, should bring Tarzan millions of 


new fans. 

Since Weintraub bought the mo- 
tion picture and television rights 
to Tarzan in 1958, Weintraub has 
also enhanced the popularity of 
the series by shooting in far-off 
natural locations instead of Holly- 
wood sets. “Tarzan and the Great 
River” was filmed in Brazil. 

When he moved into films in 
1958 by purchasing all of Sol 
Lesser’s movie and TV interests, 
Weintraub left behind him a suc- 
cessful career in television. 

In New York in 1949, with a few 
associates and borrowed capital, 
Weintraub set up a company called 
Flamingo Films. It was built into 
one of the most successful TV film 
syndication concerns and, through 
it, Weintraub originated such con- 
cepts as the “late show.” 

In 1952, Flamingo Films merged 
with Associated Artists and Wein- 
traub became vice president of the 
new company, called Motion Pic- 
tures for Television, Inc. It be- 
came the largest company in its 
field. 

Weintraub soon expanded his 
interests by buying radio station 
WKIT in New York, and by head- 
ing a group that purchased TV 
station KMGM, Channel 9, Minne- 
apolis. When he came to films in 
1958, Weintraub sold out all of his 
television interests. 

Born May 28, 1923, in New York 
City, Weintraub attended New 
York public schools and enrolled 
at the University of Missouri, but 
enlisted in the Army in 1942. He 
was assigned to the Soldier Show 
Co., providing entertainment to 
troops in Europe. Among others in 
the company were Mickey Rooney, 
director Joshua Logan, pianist 
Eugene List, director Joseph Pev- 
ney and producer Hugh Benson.
